>process did the developer EVER show us the covenants; in the "Deed" 


>the covenants are not stated directly, but in fact direct you to 
>another document filed at the County Courthouse.

>Because of this, I refute anyone who claims that "You agreed to the 
>stipulations!" ! 


Sorry, ignorance is no excuse under the law. During the title search, 
your attorney was supposed to uncover any covenants and bring them 

to your attention. If he failed to do that, then he may have failed 

in his fiduciary responsibility to you, and you can sue him. But he 

was acting as *your*x agent and that makes you responsible. You signed 
without finding out all the necessary information, even though you 
state the deed directed you to the proper document. That's your fault 
for agreeing to conditions you hadn't seen. Never sign a legal document 
unless all the codicils are attached and understood.
